I refer to your letter of March 9, 2007. The inventions regarding the patented HW Sensor and Diff- 
Sensor were made in the context of the former employment relation with Pendragon Medical AG. 
Under the law on employment contracts my then employer obtained the rights to the patent without 
limitation and world wide. Hence, I am not obliged to sign any declarations, nor am I willing to accept 
the duty to provide further information for the application procedure in the U.S.A.. 

In the sense of a compromise from my side, I propose to make the signature of an inventor unwilling to 
sign the documents on page 8 of the "Declaration and Power of Attorney". Also, I explicitly renounce 
my right to be named as inventor in the sense of Art. 6 Paragraph 1 of the Patent Law.

Dear Mr. Truffer 

Thank you for your letter of March 1 8, 2007 regarding the signatures to be made for Solianis Holding . 
Ltd. You propose "in the sense of a compromise" to make the signature on page 8 of the U.S. 
documents. This is, however, not a signature that would have to be made by the respective inventor, but 
rather by a third person confirming that the inventor is unwilling to sign. This is an option that we have 
to seize if you further refuse to provide the corresponding signatures. It causes, however, additional « 
costs (official fees, translations as well as attorney fees), which you would have to cover. In addition, 
this procedure before the U.S. patent office is no solution for India. 

You write that, due to the transition of your rights to Pendragon Medical Ltd., you are not obliged 

anymore to sign any declarations. This opinion is, according to current case law and literature, not « 

correct. In regard to this point A. Troller writes, for example, in "Intellectual Property Law", page 
741f . 

The employee is obliged to sign documents that the employer requires for obtaining patent rights in 
Switzerland and abroad. 

The author refers, in this context, to a decision of the Kanton St. Gallen, where an official order against 
an employee inventor for signing the application documents was declared as admissible (KG App R. 
30.10.1967, published in the Schweizerischen Juristischen Zeitschrift SJZ 1969, p. 29). That case dealt, 
as here, with a employee inventor who refused, after the termination of his employment, to make the 
signatures required for the patent application in foreign countries. In said order the inventor was 
ordered to make the signatures. 

We therefore have to continue to insist on you making the required signatures. In view of the deadline 
in the U.S.A. we request you to send us the signed documents until 

March 30, 2007.

My name is Kurt Sutter and I am working as a patent attorney with E. Blum & Co. AG, Vorderberg 1 1 , 
8044 Zurich, Switzerland on behalf of our client Solianis Holding Ltd., Zug, Switzerland 

In the year 2006 and in early 2007, we tried to obtain a signed Declaration, Assignment and Power of 
Attorney from Pascal Truffer for both patent applications cited above. Pascal Truffer was reluctant to 
sign. 

When the deadline for filing the forms for application 10/580,209 drew near, we sent him another 
registered letter dated March 9, 2007 with the forms for both U.S. patent applications (as well as an 
application in India), see Appendix 1 . 

Pascal Truffer answered with a letter dated March 18, 2007, see Appendix 2. He still refused to sign. 

We answered with a registered letter dated March 23, 2007, see Appendix 3, where we tried to address 
Pascal Truffer 's concerns, trying to convince him to sign. 

In his reply dated March 28, 2007, see Appendix 4, Pascal Truffer indicated that he was still unwilling 
to sign the U.S. forms for both applications. 

On Mai 24, 2007, we sent Pascal Truffer yet another registered letter, see Appendix 5, which included 
the forms as well as the full text and figures of both applications. 

When that letter was not answered until June 21, 2007, 1 called Pascal Truffer by phone. He confirmed 
the receipt of the letter of May 24 and said that he was unwilling to reiterate his position in yet another 
letter.
